Acknowledgment 

1 . The amendment filed on 2/27/2008 lias been considered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John Bird on 6/6/2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 4, change "the sliding block being blocked in rotation around the 
axis" to - of the upright such that the sliding block does not rotate around the axis - 
Claim 1, line 17, before "so that the side" delete "as viewed in said direction 

(YY')" 

Claim 2, line 3, change "said direction (Y-Y')" to - a direction (Y-Y') of the rigid 
guiding triangle - 

Claim 1 1 , line 1 , change "1 " to - 2 - 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach the collapsible structure as recited in claim 1 , which 
includes a sliding block sliding on the upright along an axis of un upright such that the 
sliding block does not rotate around the axis, at least one collapsible leg unfolding from 
a collapsed position near the upright to an unfolded position distanced from the upright 
and at least one jointed structure for the unfolding of the at least one collapsible leg 
comprising a jointed deployment triangle. The deployment triangle comprises a first side 
attached to the upright between a first joint located on the upright and a second joint 
located on the sliding block. The deployment triangle also includes a second side 
jointed on the sliding block by the second joint, a third side jointed on the upright by the 
first joint and on the second side by a third joint; wherein the first joint or the second 
joint comprises two distinct jointing points, so that the side of the deployment triangle 
which is jointed at the two distinct points constitutes a rigid guiding triangle, defined by 
these two points and by the third joint. This recitation, in combination with the rest of the 
recited elements, clearly defines over the prior art.
